SIDNEY  SMITH  HALL  WILL  BE  OPENED 
BY  DR.  W.  A.  MACKINTOSH  OCT.  13. 


Staff  members  and  their  wives  are  parti- 
cularly invited  to  assist  at  the  University’s 
tribute  to  its  former  President,  the  opening 
on  Oct.  13  of  the  central  Arts  building 
dedicated  to  Dr.  Sidney  Smith. 

The  ceremonies  will  be  brief,  quiet  and 
relatively  informal.  They  will  begin  at 
3 p.m.  in  Convocation  Hall. 

There,  Dr.  W.  A.  Mackintosh,  Vice- 
Chancellor  of  Queen’s  University  and  one 
of  Dr.  Smith’s  great  friends,  will  give  the 
principal  address.  Afterwards,  the  assembly 
will  move  across  St.  George  Street  to  the 
West  Campus.  Dr.  Mackintosh  will  be 
escorted  in  an  academic  procession  to 
Sidney  Smith  Hall,  which  he  will  then 
formally  open. 

The  ceremonies  will  be  followed  by  a 
reception  and  guided  tours  of  the  new 
building. 

On  the  same  day,  the  University  of 
Toronto  Press  will  publish  Sidney  Earle 
Smith,  a biography  by  Dr.  E.  A.  Corbett, 
former  director  of  the  Canadian  Association 
for  Adult  Education  and  another  close 
friend  of  Dr.  Smith.  The  book  will  be  on 
display  at  Sidney  Smith  Hall  and  will  be 
available  at  the  University  Bookstore.  Dis- 
played with  it  in  the  new  building  will  be 
other  publications  relating  to  Dr.  Smith  or 
in  which  he  participated  during  his  life. 

Completion  of  the  $5,800,000  building 
has  been  delayed  by  construction  difficul- 
ties and  labour  disputes  up  to  the  final 
stages.  However,  it  appeared  likely  as  this 
Bulletin  went  to  press  that  the  official  open- 
ing would  find  workmen  finished  through- 
out the  building,  except  perhaps  in  the 
four  large  lecture  theatres  and  a few  labora- 
tories. These  likely  would  be  completed  by 
the  end  of  October.  The  building  has  been 
used  for  lectures  and  seminars  since  term 
opened. 

Sidney  Smith  Hall  unites  for  the  first 
time  most  of  the  non-College  departments

in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  and 
provides  the  first  permanent  home  for  the 
Faculty  administration.  For  many  depart- 
ments it  ends  years  of  inadequate  facilities 
in  cramped,  converted  residences. 

The  University  of  Toronto  presented  Dr. 
Mackintosh  with  an  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws  in  1954.  Three  years  earlier 
he  had  been  appointed  Principal  and  Vice- 
Chancellor  of  Queen’s  University,  where 
over  the  previous  40  years  he  had  been  a 
student,  Director  of  the  School  of  Com- 
merce, head  of  the  Department  of  Political 
and  Economic  Science,  Dean  of  the  Faculty 
of  Arts  and  Vice-Principal.  He  also  has  a 
long  record  of  service  to  the  federal  govern- 
ment. He  retired  as  Principal  last  year.

HONORARY  DEGREES 


Dean  R.  R.  McLaughlin  received  an 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  and 
addressed  Assumption  University's  Convoca- 
tion on  June  3.  On  this  occasion  degrees  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  were  conferred  on 
Assumption’s  first  graduating  class  of  engi- 
neers from  the  new  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science  in  Essex  College. 

At  Carleton  University’s  May  26th  Con- 
vocation, an  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Laws  was  conferred  on  Principal  Wood- 
side  of  University  College,  who  spoke  to 
the  graduating  students  about  “The  Duties 
of  a Minority”.

VICTORIA  OPENS  A NEW  LIBRARY 


The  Victoria  College  Library,  the  first  of 
four  new  college  libraries  planned  at  the 
University,  was  opened  officially  on  Sept. 
21  by  the  Rt.  Hon.  John  G.  Diefenbaker. 
The  Prime  Minister  also  received  the  hono- 
rary degree  of  Doctor  of  Sacred  Letters  at  a 
special  Convocation  of  Victoria  University. 

Dr.  W.  K.  Lamb,  Dominion  Archivist  and 
National  Librarian,  and  Dr.  A.  W.  True- 
man, Director  of  the  Canada  Council,  also 
received  honorary  D.S.L.  degrees.  An  hono- 
rary degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  was  con- 
ferred on  the  Rt.  Rev.  H.  A.  McLeod, 
Moderator  of  the  United  Church  of  Canada. 

In  his  address  to  Convocation,  the  Prime 
Minister  stressed  the  importance  of  univer- 
sities, and  especially  of  the  humanities,  in 
the  current  world  situation. 

“If  there  were  no  universities  in  Canada”, 
he  said,  “the  governments  in  the  name  of 
the  survival  of  freedom  would  be  forced 
to  create  them.  To  ‘conserve  a free  enter- 
prise of  the  spirit  and  a free  market  for 
ideas’  is  the  essential  of  freedom. 

“In  the  urgency  of  supplying  more 
scientific  knowledge  and  skills  for  the 
defence  of  freedom,  freemen  risk  freedom 
itself  if  the  humanities  are  neglected.  For 
the  war  being  waged  is  more  than  physical 
war,  it  is  a struggle  for  the  minds  of  men.” 


After  Convocation,  Mr.  Diefenbaker 
drove  to  the  Victoria  College  Library,  where 
he  was  joined  by  Miss  Margaret  Ray,  Col- 
lege Librarian,  in  turning  the  key  in  the 
new  door.  The  building  proved  to  be  a 
dramatic  contemporary  structure,  with 
stacks  for  150,000  volumes  and  a main 
reading  room,  carpeted  for  silence,  accom- 
modating 200  students. 

The  building’s  most  distinctive  feature  is 
its  expanse  of  blank  exterior  stone  wall. 
Architects  Gordon  S.  Adamson  and  Asso- 
ciates excluded  windows  from  the  reading 
rooms  in  order  to  cut  out  glare  and  heat 
from  the  southern  and  western  sun  and 
distraction  from  traffic  on  Queen’s  Park 
Crescent.  However,  they  installed  skylights 
to  supplement  the  artificial  light  in  these 
rooms. 

The  Library  consists  of  four  floors  and  a 
mezzanine.  In  addition  to  Library  offices,  it 
has  a rare  books  room,  archives,  periodicals 
room,  staff  and  student  lounges,  book  mend- 
ing and  cataloguing  areas.  Below  ground  is 
a language  laboratory  with  space  for  30 
tape  recorders.  On  the  top  floor  are  four 
seminar  rooms  and  14  faculty  offices.  The 
building  is  air  conditioned  and  the  air  is 
humidified  and  filtered  for  preservation  of 
the  books.

As  term  opened,  no  major  increase  in 
total  undergraduate  registration  appeared 
likely  in  1961-62.  While  applications  to 
enter  first  year  at  the  University  of  Toronto 
increased  over  last  year,  the  number  of 
qualified  applicants  held  just  about  steady. 
On  the  opening  day  of  lectures,  3,758  first- 
year  students  had  been  admitted,  including 
276  in  the  General  Course  (Extension). 

Total  registration  was  still  being  calcu- 
lated and  would  not  be  known  definitely  for 
some  time.  However,  the  Registrar  estimated 
that  including  the  School  of  Graduate 
Studies,  one  of  the  University’s  fastest- 
growing  divisions,  registration  for  the  cur- 
rent session  would  be  upwards  of  16,000. 
Last  year  it  was  15,500. 

Of  the  undergraduates,  2,355  freshmen 
had  been  admitted  to  the  Faculty  of  Arts 
and  Science,  a number  slightly  higher  than 
the  prescribed  quota  to  allow  for  those  who 
did  not  register  or  will  drop  out. 

In  his  opening  address  on  the  first  day 
of  term,  the  President  told  the  freshman 
class  that  Toronto’s  minimum  standards  of 
entrance  are  the  highest  in  Canada. 

Dr.  Bissell  also  reported  in  his  address 
that  University  of  Toronto  students  this  year 
received  396  Ontario  Scholarships,  “which, 
I am  confident,  represents  over  50  per  cent 


of  the  total  for  the  Province.” 

“There  is  no  weakening  of  academic 
standards  here.  The  University  grows  larger, 
according  to  a predetermined  plan,  but  at 
the  same  time  it  becomes  tougher  academi- 
cally”, he  added. 

The  President  said  he  hoped  some  assis- 
tance would  be  given  soon  to  academic 
traffic  across  St.  George  street,  now  that 
Sidney  Smith  Hall  is  bringing  large  num- 
bers of  students  to  the  West  Campus.  Of 
the  Hall  itself,  he  noted  that  as  a result  of 
acts  of  God  and  labour  disputes,  the  build- 
ing will  be  something  less  than  a promised 
land  for  both  staff  and  students  for  several 
months  to  come. 

“Even  then  there  will  be  nostalgic  regrets 
at  the  dissolution  of  the  old  scattered  prin- 
cipalities, and  their  concentration  in  ‘this 
glass  of  fashion  and  mould  of  form’.  But, 
good  students  that  you  are,  you  will  with- 
hold your  final  judgment  until  all  the  facts 
are  in.” 

“As  I see  the  growth  of  new  universities 
on  this  continent  and  elsewhere,  I am  more 
and  more  convinced  of  our  good  fortune  in 
possessing  a federated  structure,  whereby 
our  loyalties  are  not  forced  into  some  agres- 
sive,  monolithic  pattern,  but  grow  naturally 
in  a familiar  setting,”  he  said.

Royal  Ontario  Museum 

Dr.  R.  R.  H.  Lemon  and  Dr.  A.  G. 
Edmund  returned  in  August  from  a success- 
ful expedition  to  Ecuador  and  Peru.  Dr. 
Lemon,  continuing  previous  work  in  this 
region,  constructed  a detailed  geologic  map 
of  the  Pleistocene  deposits  of  the  coastal 
area  of  southwest  Ecuador  and  northwest 
Peru  as  part  of  his  general  study  of  the 
ancient  beaches  now  raised  hundreds  of 
feet  above  sea  level.  Dr.  Edmund  uncovered 
a tar  pit  near  Santa  Elena  in  Ecuador  con- 
taining the  intermixed  skeletons  of  dozens 
of  fossil  mammals.  Eleven  skulls  and 
hundreds  of  other  bones  of  giant  ground 
sloths  were  collected  in  an  excellent  state  of 
preservation.  A fauna  of  similar  age  was 
excavated  from  tar  seeps  in  Peru  by  a Royal 
Ontario  Museum  field  party  in  1958. 

Dr.  G.  B.  Wiggins  was  awarded  a Cana- 
dian National  Sportsmen’s  Show  research 
grant  in  support  of  his  studies  on  the 
systematics  and  ecology  of  Trichoptera  and 
other  aquatic  insect  groups.  As  a part  of 
this  work,  a twelve  weeks’  field  expedition 
was  carried  out  to  western  portions  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  Visits  to  the 
entomological  departments  of  the  California 
Academy  of  Sciences,  the  University  of 
California  and  the  University  of  Alberta 
were  included.
